A REMARKABLE MEETING. 

The meeting at Saanich on Saturday 
oveuiug must have been a very 
thuuiasliu" atfair indeed, if ono can 
judge'froni'the.' Government organ's re- 
port^fltHe V''oceedings and the ab 
stract of the speeches delivered by 
Messrs, , McIlmovl, IIumpureys and 
GaLBRAITH. As to the remarks of the 
■electors present the public is left in the 
dark, their remarks being judiciously 
dismissed with a lino or two, while 
great prominence is givon to Mr. Mc- 
Ilmoyl'b utterances, which may have 
beeii-''elbqueht and edifying, but were 
not strictly in accordance with facts.

McIl.moyl ex- 
pressed' his satisfaction at the expendi 
ture:oa'roads;iand welt be might, since 
his interests have not suffered from the 
meagro expenditure; but there are not 
many settlers who are as well satisfied 
as Mr. McIlmoyl, as results will show. 
The "great gun" of the evening would 
appear to have been Mr. GALBRAiTiiof 
Kooteaay. , Thatgentleman represents 
a constituency of sixteen voters; hut as 
he divides the honor with another 
gentleman his constituents number 
just eight. Well, this remarkable 
representative of a remarkable con- 
Btituency is reported as making a 
"spirited and telling" speech, to 
have "reviewed" the railway policy and 
the finances, and other "important ques- 
tions, and concluded a speech which 
was listened to with great interest and 
attention." TliHre was one matter, 
however, upon which tho exponent of 
the views of the eight Kootenayites 
forgot to touch. No doubt had his at- 
tention been palled to tho inequality of 
tfiei^r?prebpiitatiqn; if, "for" iiisfancB, 
some elector had asked him how it 
happens that Kootenay with only 16 
voters has as many representatives as 
the Saanich peninsular with 300 voters, 
he wo.uld have made a "telling 
and '■Spirited " ^" explanation. He 
wo'dld ih'five spokfen of theS'iihtelligence, 
wisdom, patriotism and learning of the 
hardy hillnaen; would have explained 
why an appreciative country pays 
the Kootenay members more for

RUSSIA THROWS OP HER CAP AT THE.RESULT. 

ENGLAND. 

New York, April 3.— Tho ]rorld's 
Edinburgh Special says ^he, question 
which the Conservatives are raising 
everywhere to console tlienisnlves, 
whether the new Liberal Government 
is to be formed by Mr. Gladstone or 
Lord Hartington, M-as settled before 
the canvass began. This great victory 
has been organized, fought, put and 
won first of all and most of all by 
Gladstone. It was ho who kept alive, 
fed and developed the passion and pur- 
pose of the Liberal party, and a few 
months ago he had a full understand- 
ing with the Marquis of Hartington 
as to the results of a triumph, N.cither 
tho Liberal party nor Lord Hartington 
will consent to the organization i'of,^thei 
government under any ether leader 
than Mr. Gladstone. 

A London correspondent says that a 
strange idea prevails, even in well-in- 
formed quarters, that the Queua will 
send for Lord Hartington instead of 
Lord Granville.,, .11) may . bor taken, as 
absolutely certain she will not summon" 
Gladstone. The ministry formed by 
Lord Granville would certainly include 
Gladstone, but Lord Hurtiiiyton, not 
Gladstone, would lead tho Hoiuso of 
Commons if tho Liberal majority ahould 
be below twelve or fifteen. The next 
parliament will probably be very short- 
lived. 

London, April 2. — The Times in a 
leader on tho election says the lirst 
question which arises is what will be 
the composition of the cabinet. Lord 
Hartington in ;a-recent 'Speech ^seemed 
to imply that it was m some degree an 
open question who would lead the 
Liberals, It will beforLordBcaconsfield 
to advise tho Queen who is to bo the 
ofEcial chief and parliamentary leader. 
Lord Granville has every claim on the 
ground of past services, rank and ability 
to become premier. Lord Hartington 
will hold an important position in tho 
cabinet and will lead his party in the' 
House of Commons. 

Lord Hartington, the Liberal leader, 
in a speech to day in Lancashire, aaiol 
that if a Liberal cabinet is to be form- 
ed at once the question of premiership 
should be decided by the party and the; 
wishes of the Queen. 

The TimtB, in its lender, says that 
about one-third of the entire members 
of the House of Commons have now 
been elected and the ap|)arent result is 
that tho Conservative majority has 
been replaced by a Liberal- majprity, 
and the balance of gains and- losses 
recorded yesterday will isuffioe to set at 
rest at least many hope.s and fears and 
give tho country means of estimat- 
ing the future relations of parties in 
the House of Commons. The Liberal 
vote so far is 720,000; Tory vote, 521,- 
000. Increase for Liberals over last 
elections, 154,000. The Standard points 
out that there is yet no ground for sup- 
posing that the Liberal majority-^ will 
prove independent of the Home .Rule, 
vote. 

London, March \. — Tho Times' edi- 
torial to-day, regarding the Liberal 
Government as a matter of course, dis 
cusses the consequent political pros- 
pects and thinks Gladstone is certain 
to take office.

We have fortunately been blossod with 
an abundant harvest, but the exception- 
ally Bovcro winter through which wo have 
just passed has, I regret to learn, caused 
a considerable loss oi stock in the inter- 
ior.. The reports, however, from tho Dis- 
trict Agencies happily indicate confi- 
dence in the fcituro prospects of farming, 
mining and other industries. 

I fool assured that you will be pleased 
with the movement .at length made by tho 
Dominion Govcrnment towards construct- 
tion of tho Canadian Pacific Railway in 
tho Province, by awarding contracts for 
127 miles of tho lino on tho Mainland, 
and tha't you will give attention to a Bill 
which I shall submit to you transferring 
tho lands set aside for its construction. 

Whilst thus evincing your desire to aid 
their efforts in this fqspoct, you will not 
fail to observe with regret that their obli- 
gation to construct the section of the 
Eailway between Esquimalt and Nanaimo 
this year has not yet been jirovidod for, 
though its fulfilment has been earnestly 
pressed upon the Dominion Government 
by'my Ministers. 

Owing to the unsatisfactory position of 
this matter, and to unsettled questions re- 
lating to the Dock and othor important 
si'bjects requiring Federal concurrence, 
I'deemod it expedient to authorize tho 
Attorney -General of tho Province to pro- 
ceed {oOttowa-, and . to , confer with the 
Dominion Govermii'ent respecting their 
aettlbment. 

All tho papers connected with his mis- 
sion will be laid before you ; and as a re- 
sult of his negotiations your assistance 
will bo required to promote such mea- 
siirc'Bjha^may' .Ise best calciilatcd to secure 
early Railway^ const'ruolion oil tho Island, 
the completion, .of, the .Graving Dock, 
and the restriction of Chinese Immigra- 
tion."

To the best of his belief defendant had 
tho reins in both hands. Could not swear 
whether anybody clso was.-,seated on the 
box with him or not.

For the defence it ;ivas^proved''that the 
defendant at the tirae'in''questii)n was iibt 
driving, but that a boy named Millingtnn 
had tho reins in hi.s hands.

deem fifl " ' ''' ' * ' 

Tho first snow storm came oh the 
lOtli November, but until about Christ- 
mas did not lio very thick. From 
that time, however, the layer of snow 
became thicker and thicker until it 
badJattained a dejitli bj^;'I..-^thinki'^ tyro 
feet. ■ Ab this dafe we liav'e teen cor 
railed in snow for nineteen weeks 
without one day of bare ground. The 
rancher.") began to feed thoir stock on 
or about New Year's and tliosowhoare 
able — of whom tiiere are unfortunately 
very few — are still doing so. I ven- 
ture an opinion, from what I have 
seen ati^ beard, that already one-quar 
ter of the cattle in tbia district aro 
now dead, and at least a.s many more 
will die before six weeks nro over. 
Ono rancher has, I was told, lost near- 
ly a lialf of Ilia flock of sheep ; another 
out of ft band of fifty head of cattle 
has but three calves'-saved, and another 
has already lo.st over thirty of this 
Hpring.'B calves, or half of what he e.'c- 
pected.to raiKc. Tiie dead and dying 
are everywhere to be seen ; tlio ran- 
chcr'.s fencp.s are tastefully decorated 
with green hide.s in all directions, bo 
that the crows and cayoteswill do well 
this spring. This is not the extent 
orend of , the calamity, for nearly 
every "rancher has already fed out 
what hay ho had kept back to feed his 
team for spring work. The unparall- 
eled duration of deep snow has been 
a.ssisted to bring about this dire ca- 
lamity by the extraordinary severe 
frogt ' • On two or three , occasions the 
thermometer registeireicl as low jas 40" 
below zeco ; liiany'a time as low as 30° 
and from 10" to 20° below zero was 
quito common. 

From what I have said above, you 
may imagine that the out-look for the 
farjphierSi'is rather blue for the coming 
season. Indeed, sir, many a rancher 
will be ruineil and will have to begin 
life again with but little other capital 
than his hand.s and brain. So, you 
see, Ireland is not the only country 
that this year is in distress and deserv- 
ing of sympathy. This distrass will 
be all the more folt, I think, since of 
all the"^countries 1 haveld^^ seen or 

bten 



ess lavishly endowed by nature with 
her gifts than this part of tho globe. 
Successful husbandry is restricted, ex- 
cepting in ono locality, to places where 
water- is procurable for irrigatio.i. 
Fruit of the larger kinds and the best 
vegetables are raised with the great- 
est of difficulty, if at all, notwithstand- 
ing the misleafling facts to the con- 
trary contained in Mr. Sproat's pam- 
plet on British Columbia. Of timber 
thero is no variety ; that for building 
purposes would in any other part of 
tlie world bo con.sidered worthless. I 
have seen a newly raised building of 
lumber that appeared aa if a regiment 
of soldiers had been firing at it for a 
whole month, so full was it of knot 
holes. 

It is a blessing that the railway 
work is about to be^h thiis year j so 
that the poor ranchers may bave a 
chance to recoup their losses by com- 
peting with the liuatlien Chinese in tho 
uso of the pick and shovel. I don't 
think Mr. Walkem need look for any 
premptiou payments for somo time to 
come ; norCfor any of his usurious pay- 
monta of -interest, unless, indeed, he i.s 
able to extract milk from a stone. 

There is one good thing iliis severe 
winter will have done which few will 
regret ; namely, the destruction of .it 
least half oE these worthless grass-de- 
stroying cayu.se.s with which this 
country is infealed.. . .Their numbers 
aro a real detriment to the country and 
far more than sufficient to meet the 
want.s of their owiier.s. 

I am glad to bo able to slate tliat, 
during the last few days a thaw has 
set in which is in.-iking the water run 
in all directions and laying bare a 
quantity of old gra.ss. A grbat nurn- 
bfr of tho cattle will be too far gone

To TUE Editor or The Colonist: — 
Sir, — We are gradually thrawing out 
of our winter isblation and already the 
sound of preparations' for tho raining 
season is heard. Attention is espe- 
cially being directed towards the Snow- 
shoo district and I expect to write my 
ne.tt letter from that locality. Mean- 
time, I wish to comment on and remon- 
strate against the proposed wagon-road 
around by Slough Creok and Jack of 
Clubs' Lake to 'William Creek, involv 
ing an expenditure of over $35,000 
wliicli, in view of other pressing and 
sadly-needed requirements, should be 
for the time being postponed, if not 
entirely abandoned. As the present 
road has answered every purposei ..^ for 
over 16 yeara and at times when' ihe 
traffic was ten-fold greater than now, 
it would be a sliame to rebuild a road 
for tlio sake of a few without a com- 
pensating qualification for tho majority 
when the tolls l-.ave not yet been taken 
from the old ono, and even the liriSgeK 
of our great thoroughfare are owned 
liy private parties, adding tolls upon 
tolls. Now I think these bridges should 
bo bought and made free Viy tho Gov. 
eruraent. One road-ta.x should sufEce. 
The bulk of the mining population is 
now drifting tovards and seitiitg in' the 
vicinity of "Snowshoe," nnd whilst this 
will be the principal field — as well for 
the individual miner as for large com- 
panies, it behooves the Government 
not only to lend all thn aid required 
during the coming mining season, but 
also to remove all restrictions possibla 

From your valuable paper I note 
that a new era of prosperity is about to 
dawn upon this Province. Yictoria to 
have a drydock and bccomo a naval 
station ; the Mainland or Lower Fraser 
a railway coramencemeut, dyking 
schemes, and Skaget entrepot, and it 
only remains for a good healthy re- 
action in favor of placer -,Diiningv and 
our creeks and gulches, flats and hill- 
sides will be forced to yield their hid- 
den treasures; Only let the legislation 
bo wise and judicious and ways and 
means devised for spending tho money 
whore it will do the most good, making 
the burthen fall as lightly as possible 
on the prospecting miner by affording 
every facility, without, if possible, tak- 
ing the labor of development by exact- 
ing tolls and duties for the necessaries 
of life, but by taxing the acquired cap- 
ital and reuumerativo diggings.
